Washington, Ju ly 2.— While Secre­ 
tary Baker, Secretary 
Daniels 
and 
Postmaster General 
Bu rJeson 
were 
before the hou se commerce committee 
today advocating the Aswell resolu ­ 
tion which wou ld empower the Presi­ 
dent to take over the telegraph, tele­ 
phone, cable an dradio systems of the 
United States, the hou se took ju ris­ 
diction over the measu re from the 
commerce committee and vested it in 
the military committee. 
There was no discu ssion, only a 
viva voce vote when Representative 
Gordon moved that the ju risdiction 
be transferred becau se the measu re is 
u rged as of military necessity.v Mem­ 
bers of the military cornmittee said 
that they were not opposed 
to the 
resolu tion, and that i you ld prob­ 
ably be repored faorably.. 
Secretary Baker, 
who 
took 
the 
Btand first, said that the taking over 
of the systems did not happen at the 
minu te to be a military necessity, bu t 
might prove to be one the next min­ 
u te. 
He declared that it was essen­ 
tial as a war measu re that the Presi­ 
dent be given fu ll power to take over 
control of the lines if necessary. 
The Secretary declined to commit 
himself as to whether it was proposed 
that the government shou ld assu me 
permanent control. 
In reply to

as 
to 
whether the taking over of the tru nk 
lines wou ld 
requ ire similar 
action 
over smaller independent lines, the 
Secretary said that su ch an action 
was not necessarily involved. 
Permanent overnraent ownership 
and operation of the telegraph and 
telephone lines was recommended by 
Secretary Daniels. 
Postmaster 
Gen­ 
eral Bu rleson said that if the systems 
were operated 
as 
efficiently as tho 
postal system is now condu cted the 
people wou ld never go ba^k to private 
ownership.

GERMANS SINK BIG 


HOSPITAL SHIP FAR 


OUT IN THE OCEAN 


HIP 
OF 
MERCY 
RETURNING | 
FROM CANADA, WITH WOMEN 
NURSES ABOARD, SUNK

London, Ju ly 1.— A 
Teu ton

marine sank the British hospital ship 
Llandovery Castle, 116 miles sou th­ 
west of Fastnet, on Ju ne 27, the Brit­ 
ish admiralty annou nced today. 
The Llandovery Castle was home­ 
ward bou nd from Canada. 
It carried 
258 persons. 
This 
total 
inclu ded 
eighty Canadian army medical cor ¡is 
men and 14 female nu rses. 
One boat 
containing 
twenty-fou r 
su rvivors so far has -eached port. 
Statement by Admiralty 
The admiralty annou ncement fal­ 
lows: 
“Abou t 10:30 o’clock on Ju ne 27, 
116 miles sou thwest of Fastnet, the 
hospital ship Llandovery Castle was 
torpedoed by an enemy su bmarine and 
sank in abou t ten minu tes. 
It was 
homeward bou nd from Canada and 
therefore there 
were 
no 
sick 
or 
wou nded aboard. 
The crew consisted 
of 164 officers and men and the ves­ 
sel carried 80 Canadian army medical 
corps men and 14 female nu rses. 
“Of this total of 258 only one boat 
containing 24 su rvivors has so far 
reached port. 
Search is still being 
made and there is a bare possibility 
that others may yet be fou nd. 
“It is to be noted that in this in­ 
stance, as indeed In 
all 
other 
in­ 
stances, the German su bmarine had 
a perfect right to stop and search the 
hospital ship u nder The Hagu e con­ 
vention, bu t it preferred to torpedo 
the Llandovery Castle.”

VAUX TAK EN FROM ENEMY IN SURPRISE ATTACK

Again the Allied lines hav e been mo v ed fo rward in 
the impo rtant secto r no rthwest o f Chateau Thierry where 
the Germans’ late spring rush between Amiens and the 
Marne made its nearest appro ach to Paris. 
American 
tro o ps figured co nspicuo usly in this 
o peratio n carried 
o ut last night in co njunctio n with the French. 
Germany ’s ex pected blo w against the west line is still 
withheld. 
When the enemy do es attack he will pro bably 
find an American army co rps aiding in barring his way . 
The Americans paused a mo ment while the auto matic 
rifle and machine gun tro o ps with the adv ance fo rces en­ 
gaged in a duel, briefly and eflectv ely , with the enemy . 
Then ihe Americans, who numbered co nsiderable, went 
o n, mo st o f them running in their eagerness to get at clo se 
quarters with the Germans. At the same time the Bo che 
began hurling gas shells to the rear o f the American lines. 
Within a brief space o f time the Americans had wrested 
fro m the enemy the Bo is de la Ro cat and the wo o ds ad­ 
jo ining. Then came the wo rd that the Americans were in 
Vaux , and finally , after sharp fighting in the streets and 
ho uses they o v ercame all resistance and swept o n. 
The Amreicans reached ev ery o bjectiv e, eliminating 
a salient and straightening their lines. 
Ov er an area o f 
sev eral miles no w they hav e the enemy under their guns.

Cherries, like other small fruits, may 
he canned without cooking.

Care 
should be taken that the jars are 
sterilized, and that they are perfectly 
sealed; then keep In a cold place. 
A few preserv ed cherries to use as a 
garnish for v arious dishes are quite 
an addition to the fruit closet.

GOOD CITIZENSHIP. •,» 


A y oung man of German blood was recently set upon and beaten 
by 
three of his fellow work ers here in Dixon. 
His nose was brok en, 
teeth 
k nock ed out. and he was otherwise bruised and smashed. 
His assailants 


stated that the reason for their action was alleged pro-German sentiments 
be had expressed. 


The man. Paul Abbe by name, was arrested by the 
local authorities, 
who immediately started an investigation as to the truth of the 
charges 
against him. When the matter was sifted down the authorities found that 
the charges against Abbe were very much aggravated and they say they 


are convinced that he Is not disloy al to this country . He fled from Germany 
to escape Prussian militarism, and is probably only one of the many thous­ 
ands of Germans in America who realize the cruelty and oppression of the 
Kaiser's rule and hope to see it crushed. Abbe has been freed by the auth­ 
orities and absolved of guilt. 


The case of Paul Abbe may be tak en as an Illustration of the error to 
which we may be liable in these tense times. For even though a man gives 
unmistak able evidence of being disloy al, as long as we 
have constituted 
authorities for the handling of enemies of the state it is unnecessary and 
unwise for individuals to tak e the law into their own hands. Local, federal, 
state, county and city officials are ready and anxious to see that pro-Ger­ 


manism is promptly punished and stamped out wherever it may appear in 
this community . They ask that all cases in which disloy alty is even suspect­ 


ed be reported to them. Enemies within our gates should certainly be p un­ 
ished, but by the process of law. Governor Lowden has issued strict warning 
to state and county officials that cases of mob law and personal violence by 
individuals toward aliens or suspected disloy alists 
must be sternly 
sup ­ 
pressed. The next step from personal violence at the hands of individuals is 
ly nching, and the step is dangerously short when men 
are inflamed with 


patriotic fervor and believe themselves justified because of rumors of treas­ 
onable utterances or acts. In most cases the punishment they would inflict 
would be justified, morally , but not legally . Certainly , no one wants to de­ 
fend traitors to this nation, and no punishment can be too severe for men 
in America, enjoy ing the benefits of this great land, who would be disloy al 
to America in this crisis in her history . But individuals may be mistak en 


and in the heat of their patriotism they may do a wrong 
for which 
they 
would afterwards be very sorry , but too late. 


Aside from the law of right and wrong, incidents such as the ly nching 


of Robert Prager at Collinsville, 111., which brought forth great condemna­ 
tion from officials and individuals all over the nation may , and in fact, are 
very lik ely to have far-reaching 
effect of a serious nature, 
for there are 
Americans in Germany . 
They probably are not living a life of luxurious 


ease, but at least, so far as we k now, their lives and persons are being pro­ 
tected by the law. News that Germans in Amercia are being badly treated 
would certainly mak e conditions perilous for Americans in Germany . The 
Hun is k een about “ reprisals,” even for fancied wrongs. He would mak e the 
most of such a situation. 


We have no desire to protect disloy alists. They deserve 
id protection, 
nor no mercy . 
We do not wish to cast reflection upon 
the true spirit of 
Americanism which prompts men to defend their country against the slurs 
that disloy alists would cast upon it. The spirit Is admirable 
and it is that 


sort of spirit which has prompted America to rise against the oppression and 
beastly Hun and all he represents. But the best lesson in good 
citizenship 
we can give the disloy alists is for individual Americans to refrain from the 
natural desire of acting as judge and jury , but to turn offenders against the 


flag over to the officers of the law that they may 
be properly judged and 
dealt with as they deserve. 


THE AUSTRIAN DEFEAT. 
Henry Clews, in his week ly review-, has the following to say of the re­ 
cent Austrian defeat: 
Italy ’s defeat of Austria means more than merely raising the morale 
of the Allies and lowering that of the enemy . By driving the Austrians back 
a ross the Piave, the chance of Austro-German domination of the plains of 
Northern Italy almost disappears. This section of the country is the great 
Industrial portion of Italy . Two-thirds of that country ’s horsepower and in­ 
dustrial population are in this region, the domination of which by the en­ 
emy would greatly imperil the future of Italy , both during and after 
the 
war. Had the enemy forces been successful, Italy would have been 
more 
dependent upon the Allies for food and shipping than ever; thus aggravat­ 
ing the scarcity against which France and Great Britain are now contend­ 
ing. Italy has not only retrieved the disaster of last October, which hasten­ 
ed unity of the Allies, but the blow thus administered may materially aid in 
fo rcing Austria out of the war. German political leaders are again talk ing 
peace by indirect means, 
and the evidences multiply that 
both Germany 
end Austria are groaning bitterly under the burdens of war. Peace, however, 
no t In sight for the simple reason that Germany is by no means ready to 
unit to such terms as the Allies are determined upon enforcing. 
The 
ity that Germany must submit, willingly or unwillingly , to just pen-
